Although  the  primary  product  of  the 
emergency  coinage  operation  conduc¬ 
ted  at  the  West  Point  bullion  depository 
has  been  U  S.  cents,  the  facility  also 
conducted  a  test  striking  of  U  S.  quar¬ 
ter  dollars  in  197  5  and  1977  Addition¬ 
ally.  in  1975  the  West  Point  coin 
presses  struck  10,000.000  1974-dated 
bronze  one  centesimo  coins  for  Pan¬ 
ama  and  10,000.000  of  the  same  de¬ 
nomination  in  1977.  The  1974-dated 
coins  can  be  attributed  to  the  West 
Point  depository,  but  since  coins  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  mint  facility  do  not  bear 
a  mint  mark  it  is  impossible  to  dis- 
distinguish  between  the  U.S.  cents 
struck  at  Philadelphia  and  those  pro¬ 
duced  at  West  Point.
